Or in making 
certain that babies will be bom alive 
and healthy. In the words of the 1958 
Parliament of Science, science has 


reached a point where “man is on the 
very edge of a new relation ... to 
himself and to the universe in which 
he is set.” 

There are many places where one 
can pursue this career ... in a hos¬ 
pital, public health, a voluntary 
agency, in business and industry, pro¬ 
fessional education, the service of 
healthy minds, in making life worth 
living and in research. On any of 
these jobs, however, do not expect any 
leisure. This may be a drawback for 
some, but not for those who want to 
be really happy in the work they 
choose. “The service of health,” a 
great surgeon once wrote, “is no easy 
calling. It calls again and again on 
men and women for the heroic self¬ 
lessness that places humanity above 
their personal interest.” 

There is a place in health for all 
types of personalities. Don’t try to fit 
yourself into a calling that is not 
meant for you. The people who know 
you well and have your best interest 
at heart — your family, teachers, 
school principal, counselors—can help 
you take an honest look at yourself. 
Send for pamphlets describing differ¬ 
ent positions in this field. One book 
of reference is the HEALTH 
CAREERS GUIDBOOK. It points out 
that health, more than most other 
fields, gives you the opportunity to 
throw your self into a career that 
truly satisfies because in it you help 
both yourself and others get the most 
out of life. 
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Make Our Work a Prayer 

Our reading that short story in English, balancing the books in 
bookkeeping, and all our pencil pushing or studying can become a 
prayer to God. Pope John recently granted new indulgences to every¬ 
one who offers his daily work to ou* Divine Master. 

Our regular class work may thus be ennobled and sanctified as 
emphasized by the Catholic Church when it teaches the dignity of 
honest labor and advises that you offer each day’s work to God. St. 
Paul, for example, wrote, “All whatsoever you do in word or in work, 
do all in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, giving thanks to God and 
the Father by Him. ,, (Col., Ill, 17.) 

The morning offering of our day’s work need not be a special 
prayer in order for one to gain a plenary or partial indulgence. The 
prayer, therefore, may be as simple as the Sign of the Cross. Plenary 
indulgence, however, can be merited only once a day. Therefore, the 
usual conditions are necessary. These are Confession and Communion 
within eight days, prayer for the Pope’s intention and, if at all possible, 
a visit to a church or chapel. Partial indulgences, on the other hand, 
may be gained immediately after the work at hand has been offered 
so long as you do so devoutly and with a contrite heart. 

The Pope, who generously granted these spiritual favors, has made 
it very easy for one to obtain the indulgences. In a day when so many 
students are content to do merely passable and often inferior assign¬ 
ments, when too many people have lost the sense of the value of a 
good day’s work well done, the Holy Father recalls to all of us the 
innate nobility of work. 

Let us make our work a prayer. Let us daily accept the Pope’s 
invitation. Then, let us do our school work so well that it will be a 
fitting prayer, good enough to give glory to God and merit further 
blessings upon ourselves.
